FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Report  of  Torrent  Hose  Co.  No.   1. 
Penacook. 

The  clerk  of  the  Hose  Co.  submits  the  following  report,  and 
with  it  some  suggestions  by  the  foreman  : 

The  company  at  present  has  fifteen  members,  and  during  the 
year  ending  Jan.  1,  1896,  has  held  twelve  regular  meetings, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  a  fraction  over  fourteen.  Dur- 
ing this  year  we  have  responded  to  five  alarms  and  have  taken 
care  of  two  fires  where  no  alarm  was  given.  Of  the  alarms 
rung  in,  two  were  on  the  Boscawen  side  and  two  on  the  Concord 
side,  and  one  false  alarm. 
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We  have  purchased  this  year  a  hydrant  gate  which  greatly 
facilitates  handling  the  water  when  two  streams  are  from  the 
same  hydrant. 

The  foreman  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  hand  chemical  for 
use  at  chimney  fires  or  other  small  fires.  The  Pioneer  Co.  have 
two  of  them  and  have  used  them  very  successfully  the  first 
year.  Also  the  purchase  of  more  hose,  as  with  the  small 
amount  we  have  at  present  we  cannot  properly  dry  before  put- 
ting it  back  on  carriage.

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  schools  for  the  year  have  been 
as  good  as  the  average  for  the  past  few  years,  and  in  some  respects 
better.  We  had  some  difficulty  in  procuring  teachers  for  the  fall 
term,  when  the  law  requiring  their  examination  had  to  be  regarded. 

Most  of  the  teachers  who  have  taken  a  normal  or  training  course, 
will  endeavor  to  get  positions  in  cities  or  larger  villages,  where  they 
can  get  better  wages,  and  the  school  year  is  longer. 

Teachers  who  have  not  had  the  advantages  of  special  training  for 
their  work  can  improve  themselves  during  vacation,  by  attending  a 
summer  school,  which  we  would  recommend,  and  every  teacher 
should  also  take  an  educational  paper. 

The  New  Hampshire  teachers'  reading  circle  should  be  joined 
by  all  teachers  who  wish  to  improve. 

For  the  first  time  we  have  taken  advantage  of  the  law  allowing 
us  to  pay  for  the  conveying  of  pupils  from  one  section  of  the  dis- 
trict to  another.  It  was  only  tried  one  term,  but  we  think  the  plan 
worked  well,  and  the  scholars  attended  school  fully  as  constantly  as 
they  had  done  in  their  home  school,  and  the  cost  was  much  less. 
We  think  it  might  be  tried  to  advantage  in  other  sections  of  the 
town,  a  part  of  the  time  at  least. 

The  registers  for  some  of  our  schools  do  not  show  much  improve- 
ment in  the  number  of  visitors  during  the  year.  While  a  few  of 
the  parents  have  done  well  in  this  respect,  the  majority  have  not 
taken  the  interest  they  should.  It  is  so  much  help  to  the  teachers, 
and  so  encouraging  to  the  pupils,  that  parents  should  try  and  visit 
the  schools  oftener  than  most  of  them  do. 

One  reason  for  the  average  daily  attendance  being  so  much 
smaller  than  the  number  registered,  as  shown  by  the  table  in  three 
of  our  schools,  is  because  of  so  many  non-membership  absences. 

Every  legal  voter  interested  in  our  schools,  the  women  as  well  as 
the  men,  should  endeavor  to  attend  the  yearly  school  meeting,  and 
participate  in  the  business  transacted  there.  We  would  like  to  see 
a  large  attendance  this  year.
